Making Children's Garments 
One can buy in the various stores 
initials by tile yard, worked in red 
or blue outline stitch on narrow strips 
of linen tape, thre--eights or a half 
inch wide. 
Th ase letters are used for making 
plain underclothing, etc. They are of 
groat use to th*' motlier with a large 
family, who has neither money not 
time to spare on embroidery, and who 
finds it necessary to have some dis­ 
tinguishing mark on 
the elothin 
especially when there are two chil­ 
dren the same size. 
The letters are cut off from the 
strip when needed and overcast on 
the inside of tho garment, any place 
where it will be invisible when worn. 
When 
this system 
is used even 
stockings are easily 
paired. 
Sew 
each child’s initial at the top of the 
stocking, on the inside, then put a 
cross stitch in red under the letter 
on each stocking of the first pair, 
use of blue cross stitch on the second,, 
yellow on the third,, etc. 
It is an easy matter to sort even a 
large pile of stockings; two M’s with 
red crosses— a pair of Mary’s stock 
Ings; two M’s with green crosses, an 
oth er pair; while two J's with blue 
crosses are a pair of stockings belong­ 
ing to Jack.
